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POLAND: GATHERING CRISIS 


EK make no apology for returning once again to the 
question of Polish Jewrvy’s fate, for all available 
information points to the conclusions that the plight 

of these three-and-a-half-million souls grows daily more tragic, 
and that events are marching with quickened pace to unheard- 
of calamity. This is the view not merely of foreign observers, 
but of Jews of all parties in Poland itself. Whatever else these 
may differ about-—and the differences at times have been bitter 
they are at least agreed now that matters are 


steadily, 
if not rapidly, approaching a grave crisis 


, so far as the situation 
of the Polish Jews is concerned, and a feeling of extreme 
depression, bordering upon utter despair, is taking possession of 
them. This state of mind has not been wholly created by the 
sufferings of the Jewish masses, horrible asthey are. It is not 
entirely the offspring of hunger and hate. It is the product of 
the growing realisation that the trend of official policy hold 

out no hope but only the prospect of increased agony in the 
years that are ahead. 

“hey see before them not a policy of assuaging Jewish 
difficulties and restoring harmony between Jew 
but a programme whose cardinal feature is the virtual expul- 
sion of the Jewish population from the country. Pharaoh 
only too willing to let the children of Isracl go—in the vain and 
ridiculous. hope that thus will the rest of the population be

To-day 
the new Government party, which bent on cunify 
ing the country on “ Totalitarian” lines, parleyss with it- 
members, and seeks to ‘draw them into the new party's ranks 
by outbidding the leaders, live come to our 
vouth,” said Colonel MIBDZINSKI-—the leader of the Govern- 


ment bloc in the Sejm and the man who is largely responsible 


for the statement of the Totalitarian Party's aims —" with a 
radical programme which should be outspokently nationalistic, 
for there are others who are pursuing such « policy and they 


have got ahead of us. We call-upon everyone, irrespecti 
his political past, to join us.” 

Small wonder if the kndek vouth should see in this aping ol 
their policy not merely a proof that their own attitude towards 
the Jews is right, but a strong incentive to get alone with thei 
terrorist tachies, however much the Government and even the 
new party’s chiefs may dishke them. And brutal terroris 
will thus, whatever the offic als intend or profess, be added to 
the other forees exerted to persuade” the Jews to leave the 
land in which they settled nine centuries ago. On the one 
hand, unconcealed discrimination, boycott, and slow strangula- 
tion by strengthening the Polish middle-class competitors and 
bringing the peasants into the towns to tight the Jews for 
their starvation diet. On the other hand, the ~ persuasion” of 
brute foree. Who can. be surprised if, under these twin 
atrocities, the spirits of Polish Jewry sink lower and lower and 
the future seems bereft of hope ’ 

In these circumstances let us say bluntly that the time 
has come for plain speaking to those who control the 
Polish destinies. We speak as no enemies of Poland. Far 
from it! But we would warn it as friends, but honest ones, 
that the policy on which it seeins to have embarked is a fatuous 
one fraught with nothing but disillusionment and trouble. It 
is an unwise as wellas immoral policy to goad a community into 
the conviction that they are the appointed victims of a wicked 
purpose and that salvation can come only from their own right 
hands. A great British statesman once declared that ~ there 


are limits to human endurance.” If, one day, which God forbid, 
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that conviction is forced home upon the Polish Jewish youth, 
Polish Jewry may suffer dire consequences, but the recoil 
on the Polish State will be écarcely less damaging. We 
ask the Polish Government, therefore, to pause in their 
insensate course; and consider whither they are leading their 
country. Do they really suppose that their crazy plan 
for emigrating three million people is worthy of practical 
consideration’ Where are these hapless people to go? Who 
is to defray the gigantic cost of migration, even if other 
countries open their doors to it? Could the Polish peasants, 
even if the impossible became possible, and the emigration plan 
were consummated, be expected to step into the shoes of the 
skilled Jewish traders and businessmen and inherit the 
crumbs upon which many Jews have, thanks to accumulated 
experience, contrived to subsist ? And would not the Polish 
economy, Which 1s not a strong one, suffer perhaps itrretrievable 
injury in the process ? 

Above all, we ask, can Poland expect to repeat, on a seven 
fold scale, the German tragedy, and escape the most destructive 
reactions on its own prestige, moral and tinancial?- For 
noone would regard a country which thus makes war on frugal 
citizens and undermines its own power, as a credit-worthy 
State! We urge the Polish Government, therefore, to think 
again, and retrace its steps. Let it understand, once for all, that 
the Polish Jewish question cannot be settled by the naive plan of 
expulsion but can be solved only by just treatment on Polish soil. 
The road to solution is open and plain. Get back to the ways 
of Marshal Prustupskt. the hero who freed Poland from /e) 
servitude... The Polish Government,” said the Marshal on

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Tue pity is that the same “direct action” is not taken in tho 
vumerous other countries in which Nazi propa. 
ganda is poured out—at an estimated cost of 
millions of pounds a year. In Great Britain it 
was admitted, not long ago, by Sir John Simon, 
that Fascist, as well as Communist funds were being supplemented 
from abroad, but no steps seem to have been taken to dam the 
golden flood. Nor has much more energy always been shown abroad, 
where Nazi help and propaganda have fostered unrest and violence, 
just as Nazi anti-Semitism was becoming more and more marked in 
South-West Africa. Clearly, nothing is to be gained anywhere from 
giving a free hand to these mischievous activities. Equally clear 
must it be that German Colonial aspirations cannot be promoted by 
the tactics now pursued. Nobody in South-West Africa wants to 
come under the Nazi thumb, as was proved in the election 
of November, 1935, when the local German organisation, the 
Deutsche Bund, could gain only two out of twelve seats in the local 
Assembly. And assuredly the natives, with their bitter memories 
of the massacres that their kinsmen were subjected to under former 
German domination, have no wish to renew their acquaintance 
with German methods.

If it suggests anything at all, it ean only be something 
outlandish and passé, something highly respectable and drowsily 
official, something remote from the grim realities of the life which 
the East End Jew lives. Small wonder that to many the name, 
even if it is at all familiar, means little or nothing, and evokes no 
sentiment but indifference, where it is not actually hostility. 


S° here the Board is, increasingly awake to its responsibilities 

and doing solid work, but sadd ed with an eerie and worse 
than useless title. That title ought to be changed. But -one 
substitute, at all events—‘ Jewish P. op'e’s Council "—has already 
been annexed by a new organisation operating in one of the 
Deputies’ tields of action—a body which did not have the misfortune 
to be born in the reign of George the Third.

“Where is our Jewish ‘Dick’ Shepherd?” asks Mr. William

The Exhibi- 
tion-is a remarkable record of prejudices outlived by dint of honour- 
able conduct, a record of which not only the Jews may be proud, 
but of which England has reason also to be proud. England has to 
be proud of her treatment’ of Jews, and Jews have to be grateful 
to the great country that has held up the beacon of tolerance through 
so many years of misrepresentation and ill-will. From this point of 
view, the Exhibition is truly Anglo-Jewish and, in the best sense of

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Obituary 


Dr. NATHAN BIRNBAUM 


One of the leaders of Orthodox World Jewry and a noted Jewish 
writer and publicist passed away on Saturday evening at Scheveningen, 
Holland, in the person of Dr. Nathan Birnbaum. The deceased, who 
had been living in Holland since he left 
Germany, following the advent of Hitler, was 
born in Vienna on May I6th, 1864. He was 
one of the earhest champions of Jewish 
Nationalism and took a prominent part in 
the creation of modern political Zionist. 

Dr. Birnbaum was the first active Zionist 
to use the terms “ Ziomsm ~ and “ Politica! 
Zionism.’ He published in 1893 a book 
entitled ‘* The National Rebirth of the 
Jewish People in its own Countryv.”” and « 
lew yeurs later he developed tis Jewish 
National ideas m a book he called *‘Jewtsh 
Modern Thought.” At the tirst Zionist 
Congress Dr. Birnbaum was a delegate, and 
he served iis (Jeneral Secretary of the 
“Zionist Bureau during the first vear of its 
existence. It was after the second Zionist 
(congress, held in 1896, that he left the

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Grocery Relief Fund 
‘ 45 Years of Charitable Work 
First Public Appeal Since Foundation 


There is no communal charity that can present a more 
deserving case than the Grocery Relief Fund; yet there is none 
that is so little known (writes a representative of THe JrwIsu 
CHRONICLE). With the object 
of bringing the Fund to the 
notice of the wider Jewish 
public, an interview was 
given me by the President, 
Lady Seligman. 

“The Fand was a_ purely 
local effort in its origin,” she 
said. ‘‘ Founded by the late 
Mrs. Herman Tuck in 1891, and 
known as the North London 
Grocery Relicf Fund, it has 
since then grown into one 
of the Community's important 
charities, and in its last season it 
distributed over 8,950 parcels to 
the poor, 1,067 of which were 
despatched anonymously. The 
value of such a form of distribution 
cannot be over-estimated.” 

Lady Seligman emphasised 
the fact that during the whole 
of its 45 years of existence the 

Lady SELIGMAN work of this charity has been 
carried on entirely by volun 
and that the whole of the income has eone to the 
Charity itself. Strict attention is paid to the avoidance of overlapping. 
* "Lhe charity distribution,” said Lady Seligman, functions through the 
cirenlation of tickets over a wide area, covering practically the whole ficid 
of welfare work within the community. This work is too wide to detail, 
but a good proportion of the tickets go through the Board of Guardians’ 
Organisation, itself, the Board co-operating in the important work of 
investigation, All the social and welfare centres in the Kast knd, every 
Committee of East knd Schools and Ministers engaged in East Ena 
charitable work, are the distribution centres, and in no instance do we 
send tickets out direet without what might almost be called a visa from 
the social worker particular.y concerned,” 


Lady Seligman said the distributions are held on Thursday mornings 
curing a part of the winter Season in the Erpst Schiff Memorial Hall of 
the Great Synagogue. Unfortunately, the present state of the bund 
limits these distributions to twenty weeks, and thus there is hardship 
conseaqnent on the much too early termination of the work. 

ln a report of the Fund for the year 1904, it is interesting to observe 
a nnumber of the metnilbe rs of the Committee who are still active in 
work forthe Charity, while the Treasurer for that vear, Mrs. L. howenstein, 
has carried on that responsible office ever since. Lady Seligman also 
recalled with gratitude the devoted services which the late Mrs. Rose 
Hertz (wife of the Chief Rabbi) had rendered to the Fund in the capacity 
of President. 

lburther reference to the report for 1903 shows that the basic principle 
ofco-operation With other organisations has been miaintained from the 
outset and that the extent of the distributions has grown consistently. 
The latest distribution included nearly two tons of tea. two tons of cocoa. 
ten tons of sugar, over six tons of rice and nearly four tons of peas, 
together with other commodities. 

’ During the whole forty-five years of our existence,” Lady Scligman 

onlinued, * we have been almost unique in that we have never made an 
appeal for funds or run a big function in aid of our Charity. We have 
depended entirely upon the good-will and re gularity of our subscribers, 
But, unhappily, many are passing on, and the gaps are not being filled. 
‘To remedy this sitnation, and to place the Fund upon a stronger founda- 
tion, a ball will be held next Sonday evening, the llth inst.. at the Café 
de Paris, Leicester -quare, W.C. We hope that this function will receive 
the support which its object so well deserves, and that those who cannot 
eome will take the opportunity of sending a donation to the Chairman of 
the Ball Committee, Mr. M. Gordon Liverman,. J.P., at Finsbury Court, 
£.C.2.” Sir Charles and Lady Seligman will be personally receiving the 
guests, and are bringing a large party themselves. A few tickets are still 
available from Miss H, K. Kahn, 41, Mapesbury Road, N.W.2, Hon.

Partition of Palestine ? 
COMMISSION'S RUMOURED SUGGESTION 


Opinion For and Against 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent }

two nnits, the one to be joined with Transjordan as an Arab territory 
and the other to become cither a Jewish State or a Jewish British 
Dominion.

UPROAR AT RAVEN THOMSON MEETING 
Holloway Objects to Jew-Baiting 


THE AUDIENCE 75 PER CENT. BLACKSHIRT 
[From a Correspondent] 


Raven Thomson. Director of Policy of the B.U.F., spoke at an 
indoor meeting at the Atheneum, Camden Road, Holloway, on 
Wednesday of last week. The hall is able to seat about 200 
people, but only about seventy were present, It 1s not an CXALLCTiU- 
tion to say that 75 per cent. of the audience were. Blackshurts and 
were not. therefore, those for whom the meeting was intended. 

Raven Thomson made an exhaustive analysis of the Fascist case 
for peace, in which he “proved” that Hitler and Mussolim were the 
apostles of peace and that democracy and internationalism must 
lead to war. He eriticised the Labour Party for its mactivity, pactiisin 
and careerism, but received the greatest applause for lus constant 
references to the Jews. In answer to.the criticism that the German 
people were starving, he said that they preferred to live on margarine 
and be independent of the Jews than on butter and be dependent on 
them. “Evenaf the Jews were much cleverer and better than we are, 
I would still prefer to be ruled by an Englishman,” he continued. 

A number of members of the audience objected to such state- 
nents and one man was asked to leave. He made his way to the 
door, followed by a number of stewards. - Just as he was going out, 
they fell upon him, vieiusly raimnime blows and kicks upon his body.

He stigmatised 
the movement as being “unhealthy, dangerous, un-British, unfair, 
rotten and corrtipt,” and it was his experience in that movement that 
compelled him to speak in that manner. 

He made certain statements; which he said he was prepared to 
prove in a court of law, about the financial support being given to 
Fascism by international financiers whom Fascists were supposedly 
attacking. The British Union was not a Umon because it was split from 
top to bottom by the desires of each otficer of rank to be Mosley 's 
successor if, as Mr. Miles thought possible, Mosley left the movement. It 
was not British, he said, because many of the chef offices were occupied 
by Germans and Italians, whose names and positions he mentioned. 

He described how the B.U.F. varied its propaganda from area 
to area. In East London, Leeds and Manchester, it was anti-Semitic : 
im Edinburgh, anti-Catholic; and in East Anglia anti-Protestant. 
Mosley hirnself had none of those views, he asserted, and the only 
people who had anything to fear from Fascism were the middle and 
working classes.

DEMOCRACY AND LIBERTY 


His Worship the Mayor of Hendon, Alderman A. J. Reynolds, 
presided on Monday evening over a meeting at St. Alban’s Hall, Golders 
Green, organised by the Co-ordinating Committee of the Board of 
Deputies. The subject of the speeches was “ Democracy and Liberty.” 

The Chairman said that in civic life, he had learnt from experience 
that the Jew was a good and valuable citizen. Whenever he had made 
an appeal to the people of Hendon on behalf of charity, Jewish names 
had always figured prominently mm the lst of his supporters. 

Mr. Cyril M. Pieciotto said the Jews, as a religious minority, in 
common with other religious minorities, derived the very basis of ther 
existence from a free democracy, such as there was in England, where 
al! creeds and all races might be citizens of the country so long as they 
observed the law. He thought the time had come for them to fight 
back in their own defence rather than allow their battles to be fought 
for them by the generosity of spint of ther non-Jewish frends. 
For his part, if he did not believe that the position of the Jewish 
Community in this country was not part of the larger question of 
Freedom and Democracy which concerned every one of them, he and 
his co-relimonists would not be standing there that might. It was 
beeause they believed that the most valuable contnmbution which this 
country had ever made to the cause of civilisation was the principle ot 
Freedom and the idea of tolerance that they asked to join with those 
who were there that might in thew defence. 

Mr. Morgan Jones, M.P., spoke of the evils of dictatorship and said 
they had declared 300 years ago in this country that no single 
mndividual, even though he be a king, had the mght to arrogate to 
himself absolute authority. Let the dictator give him what he hked 
if he was not free to criticise him, he was a slave. Great Britain had 
acquired greatness and had left rts mark deeply imprinted upon the 
lustory of the human race, but were there not men and women belong- 
ing to the Jewish race who in every department of life and thought 
had contnbuted greatly to the digmity and well-bemg of the nation 
to which they belonged’ It was the cruellest myustice and the 
wickedest ingratitude to turn upon these people mm pursuance of a 
false philosophy. Speaking of the allegation that Jews were Sweaters, 
he remarked that it was not the Jewish sweater that men should object 
to, but sweating in principle. 

lt was impossible for a nation hke theirs, he said, to peri ii 
crusade of this kind to go on unchallenged without running the msk 
of doing permanent injury to thew standards of national conduct.

The commitments due during the year 
on the “Jacob Cohen Bed” have been met and initial donations have been 
made in respect of the “‘King George V Bed” at the Westminster Hospital, 
the “Paramount Cot” at the Queen's Hospital for Children, the “Paramount 
Cot” at the Golden Square Throat, Nose and Ear Hospital, and the “Brentford 
and Rangers Football Clubs Cot” at the Belgrave Hospital for Children 
(named by virtue of the great assistance*viven by these Clubs).

Redmans Road Talmud Torah 
Largest Deficit on Record 


Decrease in Numbers cf Pupils 


The annual meeting of the Redmans Road Tahnud Torah was 
held on Sunday at the Institution, 61, Redmans Road, Stepney, EF. 
Mr. Pu. Hyams, the President, presided at the first part of the 
proceedings, and Mr. A. GoLpsTeLn, a Vice-President, at the later puart. 

Tue Rev. J. K. Gortpstoom, the Principal of the Tahoud Tora’, 
in the course of his report, said that the Talmud Torah had = boen 
established for thirty-five years. It had been suguvested that this thirt, 
fifth anniversary should be celebrated in a special manner, but Ow:nz to 
the critical vear through which the Institution had just passed that 
was not possible. The East End Talmud Torahs generally were sufferime 
through the removal! of families to other parts of London. At that Talmud 
Torah 447 pupils had enrolled at the begimming of the year, but 360 hadi 
been the permanent number receiving instruction. They started the year 
with twelve classes, but one had to be closed as a result of the diminution 
iy numbers. They had an excellent staff, and there were constant meet 
ings between himself and the teachers, when matters were discussed for 
the better working of the Institution. Thetr Education Committee had 
also rendered help. During the year, Dr. Rawidoewiez, Dr. M. Epstein 
(Chairman: of the Central Committee for Jewish Education) and Mr. Leon 
Simon visited their Classes, and all of them spoke im terms of high 
appreciation of the work beimg déne. Six pupils had obtained . prizes in 
the competitive examinations conducted by the Talmud Torah Trust, and 
a number of old ptipils had joined the study cireles arranged by tly 
Tifereth Bachurnm Organisation. 

Mr. Goldbloom, continuing, referred to the great difficulties they had 
experienced in the latter half of the year. They ended the year with 
the largest deficit on record, namely, £723, compared with £530 the 
previous year. The grants received from the Talmud Torah Trust and the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes amounted to £225. compared with 
£423 the vear before. Mr. Goldbloom thanked the Marks and Steff, 
Hyams and Goldsteim fanulies for the financial aid they had given to the 
Talmud Torah during the vear; also the Compass Ard Society, Mr. and 
Mrs. Corman, the Talmud Torah Aid Society, the Booth Street Reliet 
Institution and the Three C's Society. 


Teachers’ Wages in Arrears 

Reverting to the financial position, Mr. Goldbloom said that the 
income was £25 a week and the expenditure £50. He had comtantly hact 
to take loans to: help the Institution out of difficulties. At the present 
moment, three weeks’ wages were owing to the teachers, and five weeks 
to himself. The deficit. since December 3)st last had grown to £819. He 
called the attention of the public to the concert being orgamsed at tho 
Troxy Cinema, Commercial Road, on Sunday afternoon, the 25th inst 
in aid of the funds of the Talmud Torah, and said he hoped that this 
function would be widely patronised, «o that the Institution could benefit 
financially. In conclusion, he thanked Mrs. Hyams, the President of the 
Ladies’ Somety, and Mrs. Goldstetn. 

Mr. S. Brotrmacnuer, Hon. Auditor, gave a satisfactory report. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted, on the motion of Mr. 
Lirr, seconded by Mr. GOLDBERG. 

Mr. Hyams also appealed for support of the concert at the Troxvy. 
and, following his remarks, a small commuttee was appointed to take 
charge of the sale of tickets, 

A resolution was adopted urging the Talmud Torah Trust. to call a 
meeting of representatives of East End Synavogues, pointing out the 
serous financial difficulties of Kast Pend Talmud Torahs. 

An illuminated address was presented to Mr. A. Levin, a. Vice- 
President of the Talmud Torah, on the occasion of his seventieth birthda, 
Mr. P. Hvams and the Rev. J. i Cioldbloom paid tributes to Mr. Levin 
for lus work for the Talmud Torah. Mr. Levin suitably responded. 

The Honorary Officers and Comnuttee were re-elected en bloc, with 
the addition of Mr. Corman to the Committee. 

Raspr A. Singer, Vice-Chairman of the Education Committee. spoke 
of the efliment manner in which the Talmud Torah was conducted 
educationally, and pant tmbute to the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom and the 
Committee for ther work. He deplored the decline in the number of 
pupils recening education and the falling-off in income. .

Charity “ Defaulters”’ 


From Mr. NATHAN LASKI, J.P. 
To the Editor of Tae Jewtsa CHRONICLE 


5iRk,-—I hope you will allow me to reply to Mr. Norman Jacobs’ letter 
in last week's issue. Mr. Jacobs is a great asset to the Jewish Community 
in Manchester, and has been a great help to me, personally, in many 
activities. In a personal letter to me, he informed me that he was 
Writing to you to criticise my letter and to say that my figure of £70,000 is 
exaggerated, I have ascertained since then, from official sources, that my 
Dgures underestimated by no less an amount than nearly £10,000, 

Mr. Jacobs makes great play with the fact that I did not mention the 
usual plan of payment in four or seven years. This makes my case 
stronger becanse those whom I have personally interviewed—and I have 
had two gentlemen calling upon persons who I know could afford to 
increase their subscriptions—have put forward the plea that their respon- 
sibilities for the next five years prevent them increasing their local 
subscriptions. 

May 1 point out that Mr. Jacobs is wrong when he informs your 
readers that the local charities have not been affected by the contribu- 
tions sent overseas. Heis so absorbed with the two funds that he has 
overlooked the fact that within the last two months five large Institutions 
in Manchester have pointed out how seriously the subscriptions have 
decreased. I will mention only a very few of the important ones: 
Delamers Fresh Air School and the Aged Home : whilst the subscriptions 
from Jewish supporters have decreased for the Jewish Hospital, and aty 
increase there has been has come from non-Jewish subscribers, 

| will cite just one case from a great many. One wealthy Jewish 
firm which used to subscribe three guineas has gradually decreased this 
sum to half-a-guinea, pleading as an excuse for so doing their responsi- 
bilities extending over the next four years. During the last two months, 
{ have reccived appeals from Palestine for such undertakings as to supply 
ambulances for Jerusalem and to collect money for blind children. 
Surely money for such objects, worthy as they are, should be collected 
locally. The outstanding one that requires the practical sympathy of all 
Jews in this conntry is the University of Jerusalem. 

One point I wish to emphasise to my coreligionists in Manchester is, 
we must never fail to recognise our civic duties tothe country. We are 
citizens of the Empire, and wé must not lose sight of the duty we have to 
support the charities outside our own Comuunity. During the last fort 
nigbt, an appeal has been made in aid of the University in Manchester, 
where such tolerance and broadmindedness has been shown towards so 
many German refugee professors, and whence numbers of eminent Jewish 
students have graduated, I hope our coreligionists will recognise their 
responsibility to the .l niversity and old students what they owe to their 
Alma Mater, 

hinally, | want to say a word to the thousands of Old Boys of tho 
Manchester Grammar School, The Chairman of the Governors appealed 
to me to help Lim to reduce the enormous debt which hangs over this 
famous school, ! regiet to say | met with very little success, During 
the War, most schools, as you are aware, even the County Council fF chools 
in London, refu-ed to give scholarships to foreign-born children. I fought 
this question and had the enthusiastic sapport of Mr. J. L. Paton, one 
of the great High Masters, who, thank God, is still with us, and the 
Manchester Grammar School was‘one of the few great schools in the 
country who ignored such restrictions,

SUGGESTION TO NEUTRALISE EVIL EFFECT

Sensationalised reports have appeared in the local Press to the 
effect that a copy of the “ Protocols of the Elders of Zion” is to be

Progress of the Local Community 


United Hebrew Congregation’'s New Schemes 
[From our Correspondent | 

The progress that is bemg rapidly made by the local Jewish 
Community in the provision of more adequate spiritual and educationa! 
equipment is being exhibited in two ways which, though distinct from 
one another, nevertheless are intimately associated. One of these 
forward steps consists m the concerted cflorts that are now being 
made towards the establishment of a new Synagogue in the Moortown 
area, Which will serve as a branch Synagogue to the other two Syna 
gogues which constitute the places of worship belonging to the Umited 
Hebrew Congregation, namely, the New Synagogue, Chapeltown, and _ 
the Old Synagogue at Belgrave Street. The exodus from the centra! 
portions of the city, which until recently held the major part o! 
the Jewish population, is nowadays making such rapid strides 
towards the surburban areas (mainly the Moortown area), that it has 
become imperative to erect a new place of worship, as well as new 
Hebrew and religion classes, which, while being under the auspices and 
direction of the Umted Hebrew Congregation, will funetion mainly fo: 
the numerous Jewish famulies now residing m this new part. 

The other direction in which a weleome and progressive innovation 
is being made consists in the orgamsation of correspondence courses 
in Hebrew for members of the Synagogues, as well as for any other 
Jews and Jewesses who are desirous of improving their knowledge o! 
the Hebrew language. The main objects of these correspondence 
courses wll be, first, to afford a- deeper knowledge of the Hebrew 
ible and Judaism generally, and secondly, to equip our people with 
an education in modern Hebrew, a subject which, particularly in view 
of the strength and importance of the Jewish National Movement 
in Palestine, is gradually playing a more important part in Jewish life 
and activity. 

Appeal to Expedite Projects 

At a special ineeting of the Executive of the Old Hebrew Congre- 
gation held recently, the Chairman (Mr. D. I. Sandelson, O.B.E.) said 
that in regard to the establikhment of a place of worship in. the

MANCHESTER PLAYWRIGHT’S SCHEME 


[from our Corre sponde ni MANCHESTER ] 


lL learn that Mr. David Freeman, whose play “The Day Will 
Come” recently won the Manchester Jewish Drama Festival Shield, 
has been approached by the Dramatic Section of the Federation of 
Ziovist Youth for permission to give the first performance of his 
play in London. 

Mr. Freeman has outlined to your correspondent a scheme to 
honour the memory of Mr. Levy Billig (on Whose tragic death in 
Jerusalem last year Mr, Freeman's play was based) and the priuciples 
of Jewish-Arab co-operation for which he stood. 

In view of the fact that a number of Jewish dramatic societies 
have already made enquiries from Mr. Freeman regarding the 
production of his play, he suggests that special performances of the 
play should be given to raise the sum of £100 (approximately), whieh 
would then be invested with the Jewish National Fund to vielda 
sum of £5 annually for the purpose of awarding an annual © Levy 
Billig Memorial Prize” for the best essay on 

Jewish-Arab Relations ; an approach towards mutual 
understanding, co-operation and peace.” 

Mr. Freeman suggests that this competition could be made open 
fo all inhabitants of Palestine without distinction. The essays 
could be submitted in Hebrew, Arabic or Eoglish, and adjudicated 
upon by some of the late Mr. Billig’s colleagues on the staff of the 
Ilebrew University. 

Possibly, the trust fund could be established under the auspices 
of the British Friends of the Hebrew University, and so provide one 
more valuable personal link between Anglo-Jewry and Palestine.

“HOLY DRUDGERY OF THE FUND

Gieneral Secretary of the Jewish National Fund.

Mr. Shertok, speaking of Mr. Rosette’s association with tue

A Comparison with England 
I.—The Religious Scene 


(By a Special Correspondent) 


The one generalisation that it is possible to make about Jewish 
lule Anywhere i8 that it is impossible to make generalisations. Especially 
i this so with regard to the organisation of American Jewry. The 
numbers involved are so tremendous, the distances so vast, that sup- 
port can be found to bolster up any preconceived thesis, however 
preposterous. It will be suflicient here to make an attempt to convey 
the barest outline of ‘the facts. 

It is necessary, in the first instance, to devote a few words to the 
vocabulary in use, which often Involves: the English reader in much con- 
fusion. The terms “ Orthodex ” and “* Reform,” as applied to religious 
differentiation, need no elaboration (though tt may perhaps be desirable 
to mention that “ Reform” covers what 1s in England termed “ Liberal 
Judaism"). Between the two, however, America has a third, central 
clement, so called Conservative ” Judaisin, representing upproxi- 
mately the standpotnt of the more advanced constituents of the United 
Synagogue in this country. “Approximately,” I say; for it is a

In consequence 
ot this perhaps, the Russian or Polish Mmnigrant, who is endeavouring 
to mould his life in this country. after the ancestral pattern, may 
a brother settled on the other side of the Atlantie who will go to busi- 
ness on the Sabbath without eompunction. Of course there are exeep- 
tions, especially in New York and on the Eastern seaboard: but, on 
the whole, Sabbath observance is almost dead in America. 
this true that in certain places it has been unpossible for the Hadassah 
to organise an Oneg Shabbat Group on Saturday afternoon, because of 
the *“ Orthodox ” women who (recruited as they are largely from the 
poorer elements) then have to attend their husband's stores! 

In consequence of this economic difficulty, the Synagogues tend 
to be deserted on the Sabbath. It is on Friday evening that there isa 
large attendance, that the Rabbi preaches his -most eloquent sermon 
that the Choir is most choral. This is particularly the case, of acasten. 
with the Conservative and Reform groups, who have thé Servine ‘at 
a convenient after-dinner hour; the Orthodox, whio insist upon 
sundown Service, otten lose the best. of both worlds. 

The line of demarcation between the Conservative and the Ortho- 
dox, on the one hand, and the Conservative and Reform on the other 
is most difficult to define. On the whole, in the “ Conservative” Con. 
gregations, men and women sit together—but so they do in some of the 
“Orthodox ” Synagogues. In some cases, a considerable degree of

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English, varying in quantity according to the whim of the Rabbi, ie 
introduced into the Services—but that was once the mark of -the 
Reform Conununities. The Reform “ Temples,” of course, generally 
use the prayer-book published by the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations—one ol the most mmpertant and vital organisations in 
the country, outdoing both the Union of Orthodox Rabbis and its 
Conservative counterpart, the United Synagogue of America—which 
has also issued, incidentally, a slightly revised liturgy. 


Reforming “Reform” Judaism 


The extravagances of Reform Judaism, such as Sunday Services, 
which virtually exclude the Sabbath, or the employment of Gentile 
choristers, are commonplaces in the United States. More characteristic 
and more important, however, is the movement which is bringing 
Reform Judaisin back into touch with the vital currents of Jewish life, 
the negation of which was its very life-blood half a century ago, Thero 
are still a few of the old-timers, such as Dr. David Phulipson, of 
Cincinnati, who oppose these tendencies as bitterly and as obstinately 
as the Frankfort School opposed the progress of Reform. They have, 
however, been forced to yield before the compelling order of a group 
of younger men, such as Abba Hillel Silver, of Cleveland (now 
reckoned among the outstanding American orators), or Fehx Levy, o! 
Chicago, or Louis I. Newman, of New York. 

There is a detinite tendency to restore to their nghtful place in 
the Synagogue the symbols and ceremonials so ruthlessly swept away 
generation ago——the Sefer Torah and the Kiddush and the Suecal: 
and so on. Above all.-it is generally realised that the old Assinila- 
tionist philosophy is bankrupt. The younger Reform Rabbis are 
hence among the outstanding leaders of Amencan Ziomsin; and, just as 
the prayers for the restoration of Zion were being expunged from the 
liturgy of the Reform Synagogue in London, Hatekvah was admitted 
to the hymnal of the Reform (‘ongregations ol Ameneca ! There has 
been a reaction, tdo. in favour of Hebrew; and the hving Jewish spirit 
which mfuses some of the American Reform Sunday Schools should

Large Buildings and Large Debts 


The English idea of a women’s sewing-circle, meeting once 2

every dese ription There will be a Men’s Club, too, as well probably its 
one or two Junior Clubs. The Aimerncan is a lecture-loving person; and, 
mstead of the English spectacle, where a tired lecturer ts badygered into 
addressing a couple of dozen eager adolescents disguised as a Literary 
Somety, the whole Conununity will turn out (and pay handsomely) for 
the privilege of listemmg to an address ; and the speaker is net expected 
to mve tus services for nothing. 

The Synagogues (or, as they are umversally termed in the case of the 
Reform group, Tomples) are, inerdentally, conceived on the. most lavish: 
seale. In some cases, they are enormous, holding two or three thousand 
people, while a Community house, ete., 1s attached im most cases. 
Generally, the are miuch larger than those th thus country, OCCU 
much more conspicuous sites and are to be reckoned among the arclu 
tectural adornments of the cities in wluch they are situated—a state 
ment, which, unfortunately, does not apply m more than one or two 
cases in-the whole of England. 

Of course there 1s another side to the question. Many of these 
Houses of God, constructed in the boom pertod (Sometimes as a lnere 
business speculation), were financed by loans and mortgages o! 
enormous sums, wlhuch are stil a mullstone round the necks of the 
(communities. In England, if we lack the palatial buildings, we 
venerally lack the debts as well. Ineidentally, seat-shobbery of the sor 
which 1s here universal, has been ended in America, where (in most 
of the Westermsed Synagogues, at least) there are no regularly-allotted 
Prews. 


Communities and ‘Caste 


Other species of snebbery, on the other hand, flourish, The 
reigious alignment of American Jewry has lost a good. deal of its 
meaning owing to the social considerations which play so great a part 
mat. The Reform Temples were established during the last century 
by the older-established Jews of the German wave of immigration : 
and their founders looked down with contempt, or worse, upon the 
Russian and Polish Jews who began to stream in during the eighteen- 
eighties. It 1s their descendants, still, who form the backbone of the 
Reform Communities. Their hegemony has indeed been questioned 
by the influx of later arrivals, who, once they have become established 
economically, endeavour to demonstrate the fact by associating them- 
selves with the more exclusive and “ aristocratic” religious group. 
There was a trme when the foreign Jew, totting up his accounts and 
finding that he had “arrived,” immediately gave up his membership 
of his Shool and joined a * Temple.” 

The rapid economic expansion which began in 1914, coupled with 
the growth of Conservative Judaism, modified this to a considerable 
degree: but, even so, snobbish considerations still prevail to a large 
extent. The distinguished membership-roll of, say, the New West End 
Synagogue in London is ineenceivable in any traditional or semi- 
traditional Community in New York, where that galaxy would auto- 
matically be associated with the fashionable Temple ‘Emmanuel nm 
Fifth Avenue. 

There 1s, moreover, a further consideration, which provides

Another Volte-Face 
THE MUFTI'S TRIP TO MECCA 


Small Profit From the Journey

On Thursday in last week, the High Commissioner, for the first 
time stnce his return, met the heads of the Arab Higher Committee 
and discussed with them a number of topics apparently arising out 
of his conversations at the Colonial Office in London.

In the previous two instances—the calling-off of the strike and violence

In this present issue, the Arab feel they ought to do something, 
but do not quite know how they are going to do it; and the High 
Cominissioner, apparently apprised ol ther quandary, is willing to give 
them another chance of being represented at the Coronation. 


Temporary Cessation of Violence 


Sinee the Arab Higher Committees manifesto, couched most 
ainbiguous and guilelessly-innecent terms, was issued on March 18th, 
after the Mufti’s return from Mecca to Jerusalem, there has been a 
noticeable decline in the campaign of violence in the country. Some 
quarters are not disposed to put the Commuttee’s influence over the 
extremist elements as high as that, and contend that it has’ been 
the Government's authorisation for the enlistment of additional armed 
Jewish supernunierary police m Upper and Lower Gahlee which has 
deterred the murderer and gunman in those areas. Moreover, those 
who have been inclined to deprecate the reverse effects on Arab men- 
tahty of rigid Jewish discipline in the tace of continuous attack beheve 
that the swift succession of incidents in Jerusalem on March 17th, after 
a bomb was thrown into a Jewish crowd, Was an indication, accepted 
as such by the Arab leaders, that they might not have things all their 
vtyn way in the event of further outbreaks. | 

It has also leaked oyt, though not from sources in Palestine, that 
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Haj Amin Al Husseink had none too cordial.a reception at the hands 
of King Ibn Saud. whom he saw in Mecea: and that the Arahan 
monarch did not mince words about his attitude to Palestine Arab 
tactics. That the Mufti had no politteal satisfaction out of his trip, 
although he may have had spiritual solace, may be seen in the absence 
of any statement by him as to his known interviews with the Wahabi 
ruler or of any laudatory remarks as to King Ibn Saud which, knowing 
the Mufti's adroit method of conciliating those whom he adnuts are 
lus betters, one nught have expected him to make. 

Yet, whatever the cause, Palestine is at present enjoying a period 
of reeuperation which, however, may-not be a turning-pomt so much 
a3 a respite, In the interval of awaiting the report of the Royal 
Commission, moreover, there is no sign of any change in the Arab 
attitude of blind intransigence, to judge of thé talk in usually intel)- 
gent Arab circles. If anything, the indulgence shown in the past 
by the authorities has served merely to stiffen Arab resistance to any 
possibility of a reasonable settlement and to increase thei deter- 
mination to show the British Government what Arabs are still capable 
of in the domain of active disobedience.

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Forecasts of Commission's Plans 


Political ‘‘ Kites” 
CANTONISATION OR DIVISION ? 


During last week-end, three newspapers printed forecasts of the 
findings of the Royal Commission. All of them suggested that the 
principle of cantonisation or geographical division would be adopted. 
It is felt that these forecasts may be more than mere speculation, that 
they may be in the nature of “kites” to test political reactions. 
The Political Correspondent on Monday wrote 

No final decision has yet been taken, and an mimense arnount 
of detail has still to be worked out. But unless the Commiusson’s 
views undergo some drastic change between now and the begin- 
ning of May, there is reason to believe that the recommendations 
will be on the following hnes : 

The end of the British Mandate in Palestine, necessarnly by 
international agreement. 

The division of Palestine: one part to become a seli-govern- 
ing Jewish Dominion in the British Empire; the other to be an 
Arab State similar to Iraq, possibly—but this has not yet been 
decided—under the sovereignty of the Emir Abdullah of Trans- 
jordan, 

Membership of the League of Nations and a seat at Geneva 
for the Jewish Dominion, which would mean tnternational status 
and recounition for the Jews. 

Arrangements whereby tas could an international 
port; and Jerusalem, Bethlehem and other places of historic 
unportance would come under a British mandate, under the 
ALISPUCES of the League of Nations.

Mr. Wedgwood, M.P., Condemns Rumours 


“Scuttling from Our Responsibilities 
MAKING ENEMIES OF JEWS AND ARABS 


In the course of an interview with the Jewish Te legraphic Agency, 
Mr. Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., condemned the rumoured proposals of 
the Palestine Royal Commission to partition Palestine. 

“I see in the suggested proposals of the Royal Commission.” he 
said, “another case of scuttling from our responsibilities in Palestine. 
If they can make one part of Palestine a British Dominion, there is 
nothing to stop them making the whole of Palestine a Dominion. 
Let us have decent Crown colony government in Palestine. a firm 
hand and recognition by British officials that they have got a usual 
British job to carry out. They have been against the Mandate because 
they didn’t like it and wished to show that it is unworkable. It is 
at their own peril if they try to show that British Government in 
Palestine is umpossible.” 

Mr. Wedgwood went on to refer to 
Palestine as “an abdication of British responsibility to the Arab

fellaheen. Instead of their being under some sort of British rule,” 
he said, “they are to be put back under the Effendis. It is an abdica.« 
tion of our responsibility to Christian Arabs, who may face the fate 
of the Assvrians in Traq. It is an abdication of our responsibility for 
the safetv of the Jewish colonies and Jewish enterprises im Palestine, 
which will be left at the mercey of Arab rulers. 

“IT don't believe.” continued Mr. Wedgwood, “Arab business men 
want us to go, because there will be less money in the country. 
Partition has done no good im Treland, and it will do no good in 
Palestine. I don’t know whether Jews will hke it or not. For the 
ehanece of unrestricted immigration they would no doubt sacrifice a 
great deal. IT look at it simply from the point of view of the British 
Empire. Not only would owr prestige vanish in the Near East, but 
we shall make enemies both of the Arabs and of the Jews, who will 
despise is iis incompetent, Arab agitation will continue with increased 
eneruy because of tlus abdication. The Jews will be no longer 
indebted to Great Britain for anything. If the Jewish part of Palestine 
is to be a Dominion of the British Empire, the pohey I have always 
advocated of waking the whole of Palestine part of the British Empire 
would be just as practicable and far more honourable. 

“Palestine could even he representative institutions at once.” 
Mr. W edywood suid im conclusion, “on the lines of Kenya or Jamaica, 
a franchise weighted by property or edtiieation. All that 1s really 
wanted in Palestine is the rule of law and order and no favouritism by 
people who ought to m ake British rule a suecess.”

a striking commentary on the situation in general. The Comnmranity im 
England is what might be termed “ Synagogue-conscious.” Our com- 
munal organisation is grouped about the Synagogues, to which a very 
large proportion of Anglo-Jewry 1s affiliated. The normal young Jew 
who feels the responsibilities of lis situation joins a Synagogue as a 
matter of course at the tune of his marnage, or before. 

In America, this is far from the case. From the religious point of 
view, the overwhelnung majority of American Jewry is completely 
unaffiliated and detached. The Covenant of Abraham ts universally 
(or almost universally) observed: but little more. [tis computed that 
some 60 per cent. of the Jewish children in the country receive no sort 
of Jewish education whatsoever—not even the formal absurdity ot 
training for the Barimitzvah. There are some other Jewish organisa- 
tions which are sfrong : but none takes the place of the Syria “rue anid 
to touch the overwhelming’ riass of Amercan Jews, except 
perhaps the penodie dnve for chanty, when the latent feeling 
of Rachmanuth is stirred by an®astomshingly elaborate orgamisation.

Refugee Immigrants Expelled 


New Wave of Racial Incitement 
DR. MALAN ADOPTING THE HITLER TECHNIQUE 


Over 2,000 immigrants who entered South Africa with temporary 
permits have been compelled to leave the country and search for a 
new home, the British United Press reported last week. Under the 
new Aliens Act, the authoritias have rejected almost all applications 
by German refugees for renewul of permits. 

Oflicial discrimination has thus been successfully applied to the 
handful of refugees who sought to make a new home in South Africa, 
At the same time, overt anti-Semitism is reaching new heights. 

An outcry was recently raised by the anti-Semites against 
employment given by the Irrigation Department at the Vaal Haarty 
Dam to two Germau Jews. ‘The Irrigation Department has now 
published a statement declaring that it was obliged to engage the 
two men as experts for special and highly-skilled work, for which 
no suitab'e Afrikanders were available, 


However, the lead in all anti-Jewish activity is now being taken 
by Dr. Malan, the leader of the Nationalist Party, who is progressively 
embracing all Hitler's anti-Jewish theories. His latest plan is to 
form a united “ Nordic Front” against the Jews. In addition, when 
he was asked at a meeting whether Jews should be boycotted, he 
replied in the affirmative. The Carm ARGUS, the SUNDAY TIMES and 
the NATAL ADVERTISER severely attacked Dr. Malan’s Nazi policy, 
which. it is declared, is being sternly opposed by the British popula. 
tion. The MorninGo Post reports that an attempt by Dr. Malan to 
form a trade union on the Rand on racial lines has been heavily 
defeated by the Rand miners. 

A resolution has been passed by the Executive Committee of 
the Witwatersrand Church Council strongly condemning the present 
wave of anti-Jewish propaganda, “The Council considers that the 
Christian churches of South Africa sbould exercise a restraining 
influence through the pulpit and Sunday schools against the spread 
of such propaganda,” the resolution declares. “The Council notes 
with gratification the consistent stand taken by many of our 
country’s leaders in public utterances against the menace of anti 
Semitism, and urges upon Christian people the duty of supporting 
that attitude, and of securing, so far as in them lies, that there be 
no discrimination and recrimination of race against race in this 
land,

Anti-Jewish Hotel Ban Investigated 


“Purely a Commercial Move’ 
INFLUENCE DENIED 


The Government of Bermuda, as well as merchants and residents 
on the island, are indignantly opposed to the policy of barring Jews 
which was recently adopted by several Bermuda hotels, according 
to an account in this month’s-issue of the BNArt BRirnh MAGAZINE by 
a special correspondent, sent expressiy to Bermuda to investigate 
the situatice. “It will damage the tourist business,” he was told. 
“ However, to_orance is deeply ingrained in the tradition of Bermuda 
and cannot be so easily dissipated. some of the largest hotels in 
bermuda expressed their reseutment towards the Jewish boycott 
and announced that they would welcome Jewish visitors. ‘lTuese 


include the Hamilton, the Bermudiana and the St. George. 


The correspondent found that the Klbow Beach Hotel and the 
Bermuda Hotels Association, which includes the Princess Hotel, the 
Inverurie and Cedar Lodge, the Belmont Manor and colf Club and 
the Coral Island Club, were-the only ones to bar Jews. The 
bermuda Hotels Association has barred Jews for over a-year, and 
the Elbow Beach Hotel joined them recently in this policy, it is 
stated. “Weare not anti-Semitic, but our clientéle is such that we 
can best serve it if we bar Jews from our hotels,” the correspondent 
was told by the General Secretary of the Bermuda Hotels Association. 
“It is a commercial move—pure and simple.” 

The correspondent ascertained from the Colonial Secretary of 
bermuda that none of the hotels which bar Jews made any effort 
to induce the other Bermuda hotels to adopt the same policy. 
Bermuda rather prides itself,” he said, “on the fact that it has 
always been an open haven to people of all races and creeds. We 
have been proud of our tolerance. You may be interested to know 
that there are several Jewish families who are respected members 
of our community, and at least two of the shops in Hamilton are 
owned by Jews. There is no anti-Semitic feeling against these Jews, 
nor any discrimination whatsoever.” i

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Spate of Boycott Hooliganism 


Shops Bombed and Picketed 
JEWRY PLEADS FOR PROTECTION 


The anti-Jewish boycott campaign, which has been growing in 
intensity throughout the holiday season, culminated last week in a 
wild attack by Endek hooligans in Soko!ow-Podlaski, where Jewish 
shops, stalls and houses were attacked and eighteen Jews were 
injured. The situation was still tense this week. A Jewish delega- 
tion has left for Warsaw to appeal to the authorities for protection. 

Throughout the country, antiJewish boycott violence was 
general. In Warsaw itself, Jewish shops were picketed, while bomb 
attacks were reported from Warsaw, Poznan, Grudziondz, Vilna and 
many other places. [!n Chorzow, a number of Jews were wounded 
by demonstrators, while in Sosnowice (a city of over 100,000 people, 
with about 25,000 Jews), the anti-Semites hired wroplanes and 
showered down anti-Jewish leaflets without any attempt being made 
to stop therm. 

The Jewish Press contains characteristic reports from Nowa 
Wilejka illustrating the attitude of the authorities towards the 
boycott activity. A local anti-Semite who was picketing a Jewish 
shop was arrested for disturbing the public peace and fined five 
zlotys (about fout shillings) by the local magistrate. However. tliis 
verdict appeared too severe for the district court, which remitted 
the fine. 

Meanwhile, local authorities are now introducing stricter 
regulations to bar Jews from market places. _ In. Katowice, the 
nuthorities are stated to have refused to allow Jews to erect stalls 
in the public market. In the Poznan and Pomorze district. Jewish 
merchants are not even allowed to enter the towns on market davs. 
Special officials placed at the town approaches order all merchants 
of Jewish appearance to return home, “as all the places are taken,” 
while allowing non-Jews to enter freely. In Wloclawek, the local 
Council has appointed Saturday for market day, in order to keep 
away dewish traders.

Compulsory Turkish 


Move Against Ladino-speaking Jews 


A movement to prohibit the us of languages other than Turkish 
by Turkish citizens, and aimed in particular at the Ladino-speaking 
Jews, is reported by the Istanbul cor respondent of THE TIMES. 

“For some time there has been a movement in Turkey to 
prohibit the use of languages other than Turkish by Turkish 
citizens,” it is declared. “In Istanbul it has as yet been given little 
official encouragement, but in towns such as Brusa and Tekir Dagh, 
where many Greek-speaking immigrants of Turkish origin have 
settled since the Great War, anyone heard speaking any language 
but Turkish in public is liable to a tine of £T5. | 

“Now the newspapers of Istanbul are demanding a similar 
measure,: but it is difficult to see how, in a city inhabited by so many 
foreigners and Turks whose mother tongue is not Turkish, it can 
ever be enforced,” THE Times comments. “It is aimed in particular 
at the Jews, who have retained a Spanish dialect since their 
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expulsion from Spain, and, in a lesser degree, at the Greeks and 
Armenians, who speak their own languages. Apart from the 
practical difficulty of enforcing Turkish speech on non-Moslem 
Turks, any attempt to do so might raise the question of interpreta. 
tion of the minority clauses of the Treaty of Lausanne, which are 


applicable to the Greek minority of Istanbul and the Turkish 
minority of Western Thrace.”

Jewish Awards in World Violin Contest

The International Violin Competition in commemoration of the 
celebrated Belgian violinist Ysaye, which was held in- Brussels 
recently under the patronage of the Queen Mother Elizabeth, and 
which attracted competitors from all parts of the world, prove da 
triumph for Jewish violinists, who gained five of the twelve prizes. 

The first prize was won by David Oistrakh, aged twenty-nine, of 
Russian-Jewish parentage, and the second prize by the Austrian, 
Adnopossoff, whois of Russian origin. © The third, fourth and 
sixth prizes were won respectively by Mlle. Guillees, Master 
Goldstein and Mr. Fichtengolz, all Odessa Jews. ‘The eighth place 
was gained by Mr. Mahanovitsky, a Swedish Jew. 

The Queen Mother, who took a personal interest in the com- 
petition aud donated the first prize of 50,000 francs, held a reception 
in honour of the winners, aud particularly congratulated Master 
Goldstein, the voungest of the competitors, who is only fifteen years 
of age. The jury consisted of some of the most eminent figures in 
the musical world. ‘The competition aroused great interest and the 
result was received with an ovation by the large and distinguished 
audience. 


SPAIN—It is reported that Arthur Koestler, correspondent of the 
NEWS CHRONICLE, is still being held prisoner by thie rebel forces, and 
that he is being subjected to torture. A resolution demanding his release 
was passed recently by the National Union of Journalists at their annual 
meeting in Torquay and despatched to General Franco. Koestler is stated 
to be of Hungarian-Jéewish origin. The Jewish Telegraphic Agency report 
that Rabbi Jolfan. ( hief Rabbi of Tetuan, who was arrested recently for 
alleged coniplicity. in a plot against General Frauco, has now been 
released, 


DENMARK The hearing of evidence in the trial of a group of Nazi 
editors charced with publishing defamatory statements about the Jews 
and the Jewish religion was completed last week. The trial has been in 
progress for some months, All the accused pleaded guilty to publishing 
anti-Jewish statements, but cenied that auy of the statements was 
defamatory of the Jews or the Jewish religion. One of the counsel 
for the Nazis: submitted Martin Luther's book on the Jews as evidence 
in justification of the attacks on the Jews in the Danish Nazi press,

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


By “EXAMINER” 
DIVISION OF PALESTINE 


In view of certain rumours that are current about dividing 
Palestine between Jews and Arabs as a solution to the present 
difficulties, a writer in the Hainr (Warsaw) warns Jewish public 
opinion against possible decisions by the Roval Commission. 

Decisions are not yet in sight, the paper says: but there is no smoke 
without fire; and it appears that there is a view among members of the 
Commission that cantonisation in one form or another ix a likely solution. 
The Jewish public must be warned in eood time so as to prepare to 
have a definite attitude. It is. perhaps, unfortunate that the original 
cantonisation echeme should have come from Jewish quarters. lt 
emanated from certain Jewish clements in Palestine who, having settled 
in the country for some generations, have in due course become uncon. 
scious of the true objectof Zionism. Veeling themselves quite at home 
in Palestine, they seem to have lost sight of the wider i<sues involved in 
Zionism. 

The idea of dividing Palestine appears to have wvained ground in 
certain political quarters, and already there are rumours that a scheme is 
uuder contemplation to cut off a larve part of the Jewish National Home 
and to unite it with Transjordan. Schemes such as this mav have the 
object of placating the Arabs, but the Arabs themselves possibly laugh at 
such projects. lor the Arabs, it shonld he remember, ad. aro not 
disputing the right of the Jews in particular parts of Palestine, but are 


contesting any Jewish right in the country, Which they maintain belongs 
te them. 


As to the Jewish point of view, the article concludes. it must be made 


rically that any scheme of division 
must be absolutely ruled out. Palestine is not one of the many countries 


that the Jews have, and it is therefore not a question of political ambition. 
Palestine is the only land whicl is cipable of s iving the Jewish national 
tragedy. The Jewish peope cannot col temp ite a project that aims at 
cutting up the country; the Jews cannot alow Palestiue to bo reduecd 
artificially.

The only: clement of comfort in the present situation is the 
cultural activities in Palestine. It is true that Palestine is still very 
remote from that spiritual centre of which Achad Ha’am dreamt; model 
Jewish types have not yet been crystallised in Palestine. But a com- 
parison between the cultural position ef Jewish Palestine and that of 
other nations, shows that the former is on a very much higher level, 

The writer reviews the cultural and literary work in Palestino and 
refers to the literary character of the Hlebrew daily Press, to the various 
weekly and monthly publications, to scientific periodicals and special 
books for children. Considering the sma!l Jewish population in Palestine, 
the cultural position is certainly of au outstanding character. In contrast 
to Palestine, the situation in the Diaspora is very depressing, particularly 
in the great Jewish centres in Poland, where there is a growing indifference 
to cultural problems. It may be that this is in alarge measure due to the 
serious economic situation and to the moral depression, as well as to 
the fact that the most important eloments in Poland have left for 
Palestine. But whatever the causes, the Jewish cultural position is a 
matter of as much concern as the political and economic situation, Even 
Vilna, which distinguished itself during the Jlaskala period as a centre of 
intellectual development, is showing signs of apathy.

Sin,— Your columns have borne witness over a long period to the 
generous efforts being made by Cunard White Star to meet the religious 
and dietary wishes of the ever-increasing number of Jewish passengers 
who patronise their Atlantic express steamers. A situation has arisen 
which, if it Were not so comic, might be regarded as threatening to strain 
beyond endurance the kindliness of the Company which has heen of shell 
vreat benefit to Orthodox Jewish travellers. ae 

There is a class of lroomers, particularly from Fastern Europe 
although I could name a few nearer home !—who seem incapable of decent 
restraint in the inconsiderate pursuit of their religiosity. the moment they 
find themselves treated with liberal tolerance. Ona recent voyage of the 
**Aquitania,”” a Rabbi travelling to America from Poland approached 
the Commander of the ship (on his own initiative and without consulting 
the vessei’s Shomer) and inflicted upon him a regular derasha (in broken 
English and with the help of a /andsmian who acted as interpreter) on the 
Jewish law of Frub. “Jews are not allowed to carry things about on 
other pcople’s property on Sabbath,” he explained. ‘Sign this paper, 
eclling me the * Aquitania’ for one cent for twenty-four hours, and 1 
shall be able to carry my religious books and praving-shaw!l. without 
abrogating my faith.”

National Gallery Improvements 


Veronese Poses a Disturbing Question 


The latest part of the National Gallery to be redecorated is the 
Dome, the new appearance of which justifies its long closure. It 
has been considerably lightened without loss of its original 
character. which was ideally suited to Italian altar-pieces. The 
walls are now of broken grey, scumbled with brown; and grey, 
brown and gold are used for the cornices and mouldings. The 
doorway from Room XI to the adjoining Dutch school has been 
sealed to prevent visitors losing their way in unexpected contrasts. 
In Room IV. Orcagna’s lovely altar-piece can now be seen much 
better. for its “shadow-box ” has been taken away. 

Into Room XVI bas come “The Magdalen Laying Aside her 
Jewels.’ which was left to the gallery in the Wy nn kilis bequest of 
1875. It was then labelled “After Veronese,’ and was consequently 
relegated to the basement, It as now considered to be by the 
master himself and so is dignified by the light of day and the gaze 
of the casual.

ANOTHER CORONATION PROGRAMME 


The Robert Mayer concerts for children inuagurated a special 
Coronation senes on ‘Puesday morning, at the Westranster Hall, the 
OCCULSDON specially ana honoured the presence inf 
Her Majesty the Queen and the Princesses Elizabeth and Margaret 
Kose. The programme, conducted and “conmpéred,” as usual, by Di 
Maleolm Sargent, was an all-British one (for Handel's Allegro from 
the “Water Music” inay fairly be claimed as British!) and illustrated 
the scope of British music, with Purcell as the earliest and Walford 
Davies and Vaughan Walliams as the latest conyposers. A vers pleasant 
and amusingly ilustrative “children’s piece” was Walford Davies’ 
“Big Ben Looks On,” written specially for this occasion, and it proved 
a great favounte with both children and grown-ups. 

Owing to circumstances “outside my control,” this is the first 
Robert Mayer children’s concert I have been able to attend. Mav ] 
venture to ask hun, in the name of many Jewish children. to remember 
that Saturday morning is not a convenient time for them to attend 
concerts? ‘Though just how the ditticulty can be overcome I am 
unable to suggest, as school occupies the other five weekdays. Perhaps 
some day educational authorities. will be enlightened enough to count 
attendance at a Robert Mayer's children’s concert as a school atten- 
dance, in which case the day could be changed from Saturday. Mean. 
tune, there are the local concerts, which also deserve the support ot all 
interested in giving children an introduction to their tremendovis 
musical hertage. 


Difficulties of a Cood Violinist 
Max Rostal, who gave a recital at Wigmore Hall on Mondav 
evening, is a vety ethieent violinist (as so many are these days). who 
has yet to learn the art of making each composer he plats sound 
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original. ‘The difficulty, as I apprehend it, is that just playing the 
notes with perfect technical facility is not quite sufficient to reveal 
the heart of a work, and it is to that heart that this undemably good 
plaver has yet to penetrate, IT had time to hear his Locatelli Sonata 
and part of the Bach Sonata in G minor for violin; the first a not 
cory brilliant or animated work, while Bach's sonata ts one of the 
two greatest works for violin written, the other, of course, also being 
by Bach. I liked the way Rostal tackled the Adagio movement, with- 
out trving to take it by sterm, to rush it off lus strings, but taking it 
at on pace which enabled him to bring out every phrase clearly and 
in shapels fashion. A little laboured at times, though, through trying 
criphasise wore than necessary. 


An Immature Pianist 


Slhukamith Shafir showed, at her recital at Grotrian Hall on 
Monday evening. that she is at a critical stage of development. She 
has learnt all she has to learn about the techmque of piano playing, 
and the rest has to be deft to treme and the way she matures.

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- The Karaites

MONG the many sects thrown up by 
Judaism in the course of its long 
history, one of the most curious was 
that of the Karaites. “The name ts 
taken from the Hebrew word for Serpture, 
Vikra: and the main tenet of the sect was the 
rejection of Rabbimic authority and relance 
upon the Bible alone. 


ANAN 


The eet came to be founded im A Strange 
wa Amony the Jews.in Babylonia, towards 
the end of the exghth century, there were two 
brothers. Anan and Josiah, who were cand- 
dates for the post of Exiarch, the religious anc 
communal ruler. The younger brother, Josiah, 
was chosen ana confirmed it} the positl 7) by 
the Caliph, the Mohammedan Prince Anan, 
who had shown tendencies against Rabbinic 
Judaism, did not submit hghtly to being passed 
over, and proclaimed alse iis hi. 
an act which resulted in his’ berg cast into 
prison. He was eventually relensed when he 
persuaded the Caliph that his was an entirely 


different religron, and so the Karate sect came 


into being. It was marked by many extrava- 
vances and absurdities, and its only good etfect 
was that it led to. closer study of the Bible. 
A great deal al medieval Jewish hterature 1s 
taken uy} with CN Karate heresies The 
sect, however, lingered on, and even to-day, 
notably m South Russia, there are Karaites, 
though they have broken away entirely from 
the main Jewish body. 


A DisruTaTION 

The disputes between the Talniudists and 
the Karaites left a permanent mark on Judaism 
and have even passed into folklore. I should 
like to relate one amusing story which has been 
preserved and which shows how the funny side 
of Karaite claims was not lost upon the Jewish 
consciousness. <A certain monarch resolved to 
put to the test the confheting clauns of the 
Rabbinic Jews and the Karaites te be the more 
ancient line, and he summoned a representative 
of each party to appear before hun and argue 
their case. The stage was set for the disputa- 
tion, and the Rabbinite representative 
appeared before the Kang barefooted, with his 
shoes under his arm, while the Karate came 
richly robed, 


BAREFOOTED 


The King frowned when he saw how the 
Jew appeared, and he asked if that was the 
proper garb in which one should appear before 
one’s ruler. The Jew replied that to. go bare- 
looted was a sign of respect. “ When Moses 
stood betore God,” he said, “ he put his shoes 
from off his feet.” “That is good,” said the 
King, “ but why are you carrying vour shoes 
under your arm?” “Let me explain,” replied 
the Jew. “When our ancestors stood at the 
loot of Mount Sinai, they removed their’ shoes 
as it was holy ground. When they came after- 
wards to look for their shoes. they were gone. 
The Karaites had stolen them. 1 was taking no 
risks.” 

VicToRy 

“You he!” angrily exclaimed the Karaite. 
“There were no Karaites in those davs.” 
“ Your own lips have said it,” retorted the Jew. 
“That proves that we are of more ancient 
lineage.” The Karaite did not Know what to 
reply.. The King laughed and rewarded the 
Jew, while the Karaite withdrew cre:t- 
jalien.

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The Karaites 


By AUNTIE 


MONG the many sects thrown up by 
Judaism in the course of its long 
history, one of the most curious was 
that of the Karaites. The name 1s 

taken from the Hebrew word for Scripture, 

Mikra; and the main tenet of the sect was the 

rejection of Rabbinic authority and reliance 

upon the Bible alone. 


ANAN 


The sect came to be founded in a strange 
way. Among the Jews in Babyloma, towards 
the end of the eighth century, there were two 
brothers, Anan and Josiah, who were candt- 
dates for the post of Exilarch, the religious and 
communal ruler. The younger brother, Josiah, 
was chosen and confirmed in the position by 
the Caliph, the Mohammedan prince. Anan, 
who had shown tendencies against Rabbinic 
Judaism, did not submit lightly to being passed 
over, and proclamied himself also as Exilarch, 
an act which resulted in his beimg cast into 
prison. He was eventually released when he 
persuaded ‘the Caliph that his was an entirely 
different religion, and so the Karaite sect came 
into being. It was marked by many extrava- 
gances and absurdities, and its only good effect 
was that it led to closer study of the Buble. 
A great deal of medieval Jewish literature is 
taken up with exposing Karaite heresies. The 
sect, however, lingered on, and even to-day, 
notably in South Russia, there are Karaites, 
though they have broken away entirely from 
the main Jewish body. 


A DispuTaTION 

The disputes between the Talmudists and 
the Karaites left a permanent mark on Judaism 
and have even passed into folklore. 
like to relate one amusing story which has been 
preserved and which shows how the funny side 
of Karaite claims was not lost upon the Jewish 
consciousness. A certain monarch resolved to 
put to the test the conflicting claims of the 
Rabbinic Jews and the Karaites to be the more 
ancient line, and he surmmoned a representative 
of each party to appear before hum and argue 
their case. The stage was set for the disputa- 
tion, and the Rabbinite representative 
appeared before the King barefooted, with his 
shoes under his arm, while the Karaite came 
richly robed,. 

BAREFOOTED 


The King frowned when he saw how the 
Jew appeared, and he asked if that was the 
proper garb in which one should appear before 
one’s ruler. The Jew replied that to go bare- 
footed was a sign of respect. ‘“‘ When Moses 
stood before God,” he said, “he put his shoes 
from off his feet.” “That is good,” said the 
King, “ but why are you carrying your shoes 
under your arm?” “Let me explain,” replied 
the Jew. “When our ancestors stood at the 
foot of Mount Sinai, they removed their shoes 
as it was holy ground. When they came after- 
wards to look for their shoes, they were gone. 
= Karaites had stolen them. I was taking no 
risks. 


VIcTroRY 

: “You lie!” angrily exclaimed the Karaite. 
There were no Karaites in those days.” 
f Your own lips have said it,” retorted the Jew. 
That proves that we are of more ancient 
lineage.” The Karaite did not know what to 
reply. The King laughed and rewarded the 
sea Jew, while the Karaite withdrew cre:t- 
allen.
